DOWN IN THE TUBE 


This past week set a record for the ridership. It 


was the first week we’ve had more than 200,000 
riders in any given week in our history. But 
then, on Tuesday, it was discovered that two 
persons were counted twice. So we fell short. 
It still leaves us with a great goal to aim for in 
the future. 

Drew Barrymore was seen on the 
Hamptons Subway Monday at 5 p.m. 
going from Water Mill to Bridgehampton 
carrying an unopened bottle of rosé. Probably 
a gift from herself, we suspect. Joe Farrell was 
seen reviewing a building contract on a subway 
car leaving Sag Harbor for East Hampton on 
Wednesday morning. It was many pages thick. 
Dick Cavett was seen with Paul Simon traveling 
east between the new Gurney’s Montauk stop 
and downtown Montauk. They both talk with 
their hands. 


FOURTH OF JULY CANCELLED 

Hamptons Subway was forced tocancelits annual 
Fourth of July fireworks display over the tracks 
directly in front of the Southampton platform 
on account of some birds, disappointing more 
than 2,000 viewers who had jammed themselves 
onto the platform for the occasion last Saturday 
at 9:30p.m. It also disappointed the few dozen 
picketers up on the street who carried signs 
to protest the fireworks as an inconvenience 
to commerce, since service is shut for the half 
hour of the display. 

The cause of the cancellation was the 
arrival of a family of endangered piping plover 
birds who proceeded to nest in the tunnel 
leaving the station to the west somewhere. 
You can go to jail for disturbing a nest of 
piping plovers. Indeed, Assistant Commissioner 
Jim Parry was arrested when found trying to 
shoo the birds away at 8 p.m. After that came 
the cancellation. 


WEDDING MIX UP 

This year more than a dozen couples asked to 
be married down in the Hamptons Subway on 
Sunday morning of July Fourth weekend. That 


is the only day of the year that the subway 
officially closes for a few hours so that can 
happen and, in the past, it has been a big hit, 
but never like this. That 10 of the 12 couples 
tied the knot on the Sag Harbor platform did 
create quite a bit of confusion, though. With 
the crowds and champagne flowing freely that 
morning, three of the couples became married 
to the wrong spouse. Hopefully we will get that 
straightened out soon. It’s just paperwork. 


COUNTERFEIT 

Hundreds of Hamptons Subway swipe cards 
have been sent to us because they failed to 
work at any turnstiles. On inspection, we found 
that these cards are counterfeit. You will know 
them because they say HEMPTONS SUBWAY 
instead of HAMPTONS SUBWAY. Look for that 
before you agree to buy a packet of them from 
the perpetrators, who you will know by their 
tan fedoras pulled down over their eyes and tan 
London Fog trench coats with the collars up, 
and with numerous pockets in the lining where 
they display their wares when opening their 
coats. They lurk on street corners throughout 
the Hamptons. Do not buy from them. 


COMMISSIONER ASPINALL’S MESSAGE 

Even though this was the busiest weekend in 
the history of Hamptons Subway, everything ran 
quite smoothly, which came as a real surprise 
to me. The only really difficult situation was 
when a cow from a local dairy farm in Mecox 
wandered down a tunnel to lay down on the 
tracks between Bridgehampton and Water Mill 
and we couldn’t get her off. But she did finally 
leave on her own. @i

FORMAL CHARGES 

Three suspects were apprehended in Sag 
Harbor on Friday and charged with excessive 
formality in their mode of dress under the 
village’s Casual Fridays statute. The trio was first 
spotted in plain view walking on Washington 


Street. “These guys were dressed to the nines,” 


says Hamptons Police spokesman Larry Hirsch. 
“Dress shirts, ties, pressed slacks, loafers and 
even blazers. It looked like they stepped out of 
a Brooks Brothers catalog.” The Casual Fridays 
statute, which Sag Harbor adopted in 2011 in 
order, in the words of the law, “to enforce a 
beachy, summery vibe” on its streets, forbids 
the public wearing of attire considered to 
be of a formal or business character within 
village limits on Fridays. Among the clothing 
items specifically forbidden by the law are 
dress shirts, ties, pressed slacks, loafers and 


blazers. “These guys were five time losers,” says 


spokesman Hirsch, noting that each separate 
article of off-limits clothing worn by the perps 
constitutes a separate violation. “With five 
violations each, they’re looking at some pretty 
steep fines and possible jail time.” A lawyer 
for Lawrence Perkins, one of the arrested 
men, expressed his client’s contrition for his 
sartorial crime. “Mr. Perkins intends to plead 
guilty to all counts, and has issued an apology 
to the residents and government of Sag Harbor 
for his failure to comply with Casual Friday. He 
has already ordered several pairs of shorts, 
sandals and some short-sleeved shirts. We feel 
that Mr. Perkins fully understands the damage 
he caused to the reputation of Sag Harbor and 
that he should be allowed to rejoin society in 
his new, casual outfits.” A court appearance by 
the three suspects is expected shortly. 


MAN DETAINED AFTER “STAR WARS” FREAKOUT 


A Springs man was detained and held for - 


observation Sunday after he _ reportedly 
experienced a psychotic rage brought on by 
“anger and frustration caused by fears and 
misgivings over the direction of future Star Wars 
plotlines.” The man was having a conversation 
with a fellow Star Wars enthusiast about the 
possibilities of “aberrations and pandering” in 
future installments of the blockbuster science 
fiction franchise, declaring his conviction that 
“they”—presumably meaning the filmmakers— 
were likely to “sell-out the fans” and introduce 
“far-fetched storylines’—and possibly even 
cute, cuddly characters in order to “sell toys.” 
Efforts to calm the man, by pointing out to 
him that he was talking about a fantasy story 
designed to entertain children, proved fruitless, 
as he continued to slowly work himself into 
an uncontrolled fury. At approximately 
3:15 p.m., a crew arrived and was able to restrain 
the man. He remains in police custody for his 
own protection. &&

his happened. People I’ve told it to say I 
should write it up for the magazine.

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onto the passenger’s seat floor, walked around 
the car to the driver’s side and got in. 

I had started the engine and was already 
into forward gear when a man sitting in a 
parked car in the row facing my row began 
to wave his arms.

A Great Pleasure 


Local Residents’ Right to Drive the Beaches Under Attack

riving on the long stretches of empty 
beaches in the Hamptons is one of the 


great joys in this community. It is a pleasure 


for fishermen, bird watchers, surfers, hang- 
gliders, family picnickers, lovers, kayakers 
and beachcombers. 

Typically, one goes on to such a beach from 
a paved road end or trustee road through the 
dunes. Local residents have had the right to do 
that since 1686, when the Dongan Patent was 
passed. There are about 50 miles of windswept 
beach in East Hampton, and about 80 miles of 
windswept beach in Southampton. 

One does not drive where there are crowds 
of people .at designated beaches served by 
lifeguards. One does not travel on the beach 
at speeds greater than five miles an hour. One 
travels with jacks, a water jug, shovels, tow 


. ropes and flares. 


Many beach drivers double as garbage 
pickup volunteers. You would be 


surprised what washes ashore on the beaches. 

I have been driving the beaches since my 
parents first moved here in 1956. I was 16 years 
old. My first beach vehicle was a maroon 1951 
Jeep station wagon with WARN Hubs. To get 
into four-wheel drive—you cannot drive on the 
beach without it—you had to get out of the car 
and twist the levers located in the center of all 
four hubcaps to change into that gear. 

Over the years I have explored all over on 
the beaches. My most astonishing experience 
came in the late 1990s on the beach at the cut 
between the ocean and Sagg Pond one sunny 
Tuesday afternoon about 5 p.m. A fog rolled 
in, the sky darkened, a sudden squall whipped 
the seas up and high winds whipped water 
out of the pond and created rows of choppy 
whitecaps on it—heading gently toward the 
ocean, where they spilled down into the sea. 
This phenomenon lasted 15 minutes. The fog 
lifted. A rainbow followed. It doesn’t get much 
better than that. 

There is a movement afoot to ban beach

driving altogether in the Town of East Hampton. 
What a mistake this would be. There are all 
sorts of activities that go on at the beach every 
day. In crowded beach areas—where drivers 
obviously do not go—you can make a great 
case for banning just about anything. People die 
swimming too far out. They get bitten by a Man 
o’ War or other jellyfish. They have encounters 
with sharks. They build bonfires in the evening 
and get drunk. They get bitten by dogs. And 
they get bitten or otherwise hurt by crabs, by 
broken glass, by harbor seals who come ashore 
briefly to sun and are nasty to anyone trying to 
pet them. They are annoyed by angry birds, by 
the disgusting excrement from passing seagulls, 
by too much sun, mosquitoes, black flies and 
errant Frisbees. 

The town has rules and regulations about 
some of these activities. But everything has a 
place and a time. I have never before heard of 
anybody wanting to ban one of these activities, 
until now.

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banning beach driving has come up in a trial 
just concluded involving the desire of some 
people—not people. on the beach, but people 
who look at the beach from the windows of 
their houses in remote areas and don’t want to 
see beach driving. 

The case underway—a decision is expected 
in September—involves a 4,000-foot stretch of 
beach in Napeague used by the public for beach 
driving, picnicking, swimming and fishing. As 
the nearest parking area is a mile away, it is 
only accessible by beach vehicle. 

A few people, with oceanfront homes in this 
4,000-foot stretch, have sued. And they have 
good lawyers. They cite safety and sanitary 
issues. They say there was a discrepancy 
in the transfer of a deed from one party to 


another a hundred years ago regarding who 
owns what rights on that beach. (The value 
of their property will soar if they win and get 
an essentially private mile-long beach. This is 
about money, it seems to me.) 

The lawyers describe the danger posed by a 
moving motor vehicle that might hit a human 
on the beach. I recall that this happened once. 
In 1966, the poet Frank O’Hara was run over 
by a beach vehicle and killed while out on the 
beach at night. That was on Fire Island. There 
has been nothing since. You are safer from 
motor vehicles on the beach than in your own 
driveway in the Hamptons. 

The plaintiffs presented a video. It was filmed 
on July 4 weekend in 2014, when the beach 
was crowded with vehicles. It is 25 minutes

long. It showed crowds of picnickers and beach 
vehicles driving along, and lined up along one 
stretch of the beach in a long line facing the 
ocean, having a good time. A dog was shown 
urinating. Two humans were shown urinating. 
Yes, they do that. Also urinating on the beach 
(though not in the video) are all sorts of 
creatures. Harbor seals urinate. Fish urinate. 
These creatures also eat one another. I wasn’t 
in the courtroom, but | have little doubt that 
this video was presented in a way to make the 
judge think it was like this every day. 

I recall some years ago when the Mayor of 
West Hampton Dunes said he would bring 
in red foxes to eat the piping plovers if the 
environmental people came to “protect” the 
plovers from humans. You sometimes see 
red foxes in rural areas here. There are also 
osprey with five-foot wingspans who can swoop 
down and make off with small mammals. East 
Hampton used to hold fireworks on the beach 
on the Fourth of July. No more. They scared the 
piping plover babies who were only recently 
able to hop or fly out of their nearby nests. | 
bow to Politically Correct Thinking. 

The reason the idea of banning beach driving 
has come up is because if the Town of East 
Hampton loses this case, they have announced 
they intend to acquire this 4,000 foot stretch 
of beach by eminent domain, thus allowing for 
the continuation of beach driving and other 
behaviors there anyway. Objections are raised. 
It will cost millions. Is this how we want to 
spend taxpayers’ money? 

Fact is, the money for saving open space 
for public use does not come from the local 
residents. It comes from the 2% tax on real 
estate transactions in excess of $250,000 on 
unimproved land. It is rich people’s money and 
the tax raised with it over the years—the tax 
began around 1995—just passed $1 billion. We 
can’t find enough threatened open space to 
spend it on. &&

They Keep Finding New Things. When Will It All Stop?

ew elements were announced last month. 

You may remember elements from the 
periodic table of elements in chemistry class. 
There were 94 elements, and you had to 
memorize them. Things. like helium, hydrogen, 
indium, magnesium, calcium and so forth and 
so on. You were expected to know them in 
alphabetical order. 

Well, time has marched on since | was in 
chemistry class and scientists have been digging 
and digging and now there are 112 elements. Oh, 
wait a minute. This past week the International 
Union of Pure and Applied Chemistry has 
announced the names of four more, numbers 
113 through 118. 

This is appalling news for chemistry class 
students who now have to add nihonium, 
moscovium, tennessine and oganesson to the 


periodic table, fitting them in their alphabetical 
sequence. Memorizing them gets harder and 
harder. But it is a time for joy and the clinking 
of champagne glasses for chemists worldwide. 


There are rules for naming new 
elements. They can be named after a 
mythological character or concept, 

a mineral, a scientist...or region. 


As you might have guessed, three of them 
are being named. after the places where the 
discoveries were partly made. I say partly 
because the scientists working on them 
jointly—hooked up by computer and telephone, 
I guess—are from Japan, Tennessee, California 
and Russia. So yes, you get moscovium and 


tennessine. As for the Japanese contingent, 
led by professor Kosuke Morita, they chose 
nihonium. “Nihon” is often translated in 
Japanese as “Land of the Rising Sun.” The fourth 
is named for Russian physicist Yuri Oganessian. 

There are rules for naming new elements. They 
can be named after a mythological character or 
concept, a mineral, a scientist, a property of the 
element, a place or geographical region, they 
must end in “ium,” “-ine” or “-on,” and they must 
translate easily across all major languages. 

But unclear is why the new elements are 
numbers 113, 115, 117 and 118. Is there a black 
hole problem at 114 and 116? Or are these 
numbers being set aside for other elements that 
got beaten to it but will be announced shortly? 

A reporter who asked how one of the new 
elements was found was told that element 
113 was found at the end of a chain reaction that 
began by “bombarding a (Cont'd on next page) 
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thin layer of bisumuth with zinc ions traveling 
at about 10% of the speed of light.” 

Nihonium resulted. But then of course it 
rapidly decayed and then wasn’t there anymore.

So wait a minute. Isn’t this all about finding 
the different sorts of stuff that earth is made 
of? Permanently? Iron. Coal. Oil. Gas. I do 
understand that some of this stuff is the result

of elements that got locked together. 

Well, yes, that’s part of it. So far, however, 
scientists have found that meteors that land 
here from outer space are made up of these 
same elements, so it is not just about earth 
stuff but universe stuff. So there could be 
more. On the other hand, what scientists are 
discovering and celebrating are not elements 
that appear naturally on the earth (and so far in 
the universe), but elements they can create in 
the lab that they bang together and then name 
quickly before they all fall apart. So they are sort 
of manmade elements, temporary elements, like 
plastic—except that isn’t right, because though 
plastic is manmade it lasts forever. So it’s like 
plastic, but not quite. 

So who do we think we are that we can bang

things together and say they are elements? 
Forgetting for a moment the new burden this 
puts on chemistry students, is this right? If, 
on another planet, someone discovered 


moscovium for a moment and then it fell apart, 
would they call that a discovered element? 
I think not. 


A little of this, a little of that... 


So I say shame on the International Union 
of Pure and Applied Chemistry for this. There 
were 94 elements when I went to school. 
These new ones, 20 or so of them, should be 
called something else. Call them flash-in-the- 
pan elements. And don’t make students 
memorize them. Os 

I should also like to report on what happened 
when I took chemistry in college and we came 
up toward the final where I had to memorize all 
the elements in alphabetical order. I couldn’t 
do it. I tried. I'd say them out loud rhythmically 
and get up to the Ks. I could go no farther. And 
yet, I desperately wanted to pass. But I also 
would not cheat. What to do? 

What I did was, before I came into the 
classroom to take the test, write down 
everything from K to Z on a piece of paper, 
very small, put it in my pocket, go to the men’s 
room just before I had to write down the answer 
to the question, look at the paper and began 
chanting quietly to myself everything from K to 
Z. | continued chanting the K to Z over and over 
as | flushed my list down the toilet, went out 
into the classroom, sat down, took out a pen 
and, continuing to chant, re-wrote them onto 
the inside back page of my composition book 
after which, having now a place where I could 
legally reference them, I forgot them.

oa that you turn in the Hamptons and on the North Fork there 
7 are newly constructed homes. Not only is the East End’s landscape 
filled with residential development, but, throughout the two forks, building 
spec homes has become a dominant industry. Spec developers first 
purchase a plot of land and then improve the land with a fabulous 
construction that they speculate will increase the property's valuation far 
more than the composite cost of the land and the construction, individually. 
However, such residential construction is speculative because the 
house is only marketed for sale once it has either been built or is close 
to a finished product. As a result, spec developers are selling finished 
products without any guaranteed purchaser, in contrast to offering their 
construction services to a consumer for a fee, as is done in a custom 
home job. In recent years, it appears that spec developers have been 
very successful, as more and more speculative construction is popping 
up throughout our East End neighborhoods. Here are the top five legal 
concepts that can make or break a speculative development project. 


Getting the Financing 
There are two types of financing: (1) equity investments, and 
(2) financial investments. 

An equity investment is a situation where the developer brings 
in partners who expect a distribution of profits-whereas a financial 
investment is when the developer simply borrows money for a set rate 
of return, irrespective of the profitability of the venture. While financial 
investments are generally straightforward, equity investments can quickly 
become tricky and expensive because of both federal and state securities 
laws, which require their own specific disclosures and filings by the 
developer (aka issuer). 

In equity investments, securities laws (i.e. the Federal Securities Act and 


the NYS Martin Act) are applicable if an investment of money is made ina 
common enterprise with the expectation of profit that will be earned solely 
through the efforts of another according to the SCOTUS in SEC v. W.J. 
Howey Co. 

Nonetheless, astute counsel can enable the developer-clients to avoid 
this onerous burden by structuring the financing properly in order to satisfy 
Regulation D of the Securities Act, which offers a number of scenarios 
with exceptions to these onerous requirements. Even more handily, 
developers can avoid securities laws by structuring the equity investments 
as active, rather than passive, investments. Where the investors are 
permitted to exercise meaningful control over the business enterprise, 
then the financing is never a security and an equity investment will be 
available without any costly compliance protocols. 

All of that being said, it’s far easier to find equity investors when a 
project does not have a built-in rate of return as opposed to first finding 
an acquisition loan, then a construction loan, and then, finally, permanent 
financing. However, developers should explore all options when starting 
a venture. A proper business plan is one that has been formed only after 
each alternative (i.e. a SWOT analysis) has been fleshed out—including 
those that are not selected—to establish that the chosen financing was the 
most beneficial option. 


Structuring the Venture 
Most developers use the term joint-venture when discussing their 
involvement of equity investors, but most joint-ventures are not actually joint- 
ventures (aka partnerships), but are instead Limited Liability Companies 
(LLCs). The reason why most developers structure their venture in an LLC 
is that it provides the tax benefits of a partnership with the liability insulation 
benefits of a corporation. In fact, most developers (Continued on page 22)

utilize separate LLCs for each project. If the developer is going to be 
active in the construction (e.g. serve as the General Contractor), then the 
developer should use an LLC for the development that is a separate entity 
from the entity that is actually doing the construction work. This separation 
is important because the liability insulation covers all of the entity's assets, 
meaning that exposure for the development can create exposure for the 
construction company, and vice-versa. Yet, this separation cannot just 
be superficial. Instead, it requires a complete separation of books and 
records, bank accounts, staffing and the like. 


Setting a Realistic Vision 

Many developers have grand plans but want to cut corners on the due 
diligence period, only to lose their shirt. Unfortunately, grand plans cannot 
be realized if the local zoning scheme does not permit the plans. Local 
towns and villages have restrictions, per district, on the land’s construction 
and its use. Waterfront property has other limits for tidal wetlands by 
both the DEC and Army Corps of Engineers. Beyond these general 
restrictions, the actual lot of land may be encumbered with easements 
by neighbors or utilities. Additionally, the lot’s title may have covenants 
and restrictions that prevent the project, or even just an aspect of it. 
Successful developers invest in due diligence and investigate all of these 
restrictions to know if their vision can be realized at the lot before putting 
a shovel into the ground. 

Speaking of the ground, environmental studies may show that the lot 
is the site of contamination (inherited exposure). If due diligence isn’t 
performed-in an exclusive due diligence period (i.e. developers can pay 
sellers for an exclusive period of time, when the property will be taken off 
the market, in order to conduct due diligence)—prior to finalizing the deal, 
a developer may purchase a contaminated lot. 

To avoid the due diligence period is to be penny wise and pound foolish. 


Owning the Plans 
Learning what a developer can’t do by setting a realistic vision is 
important to avoid loss, but creating the vision of what is planned to be 
developed is how the money is made. The point when plans are drawn 
is the best time to attract investors in the development. This, too, Is 


not an area to cut corners, and an architect, duly licensed by the NYS 
Office of the Professions, should be utilized. Skipping this step and 
using plans found on the internet, or from a former job, can expose the 
developer to legal action (stealing construction drawings is considered 
copyright infringement pursuant to the Architectural Works Copyright 
Protection Act). 


Hiring the Contractor 

A licensed architect typically comes with a team that can either be referred 
to, or managed by, the architect in implementing the project. Nonetheless, 
and irrespective of whether the architect is involved with the General 
Contractor (GC), a developer should study a standard American Institute 
of Architects (AIA) contract (i.e. standard contract used in construction) 
before hiring both their architect and GC. This is because AIA contracts 
are made for the benefit of the architect and GC, not the developer. To 
protect the developer, it’s imperative that the AIA contract is amended 
to address issues of delays, change orders, allowances, costs not to be 
reimbursed, installment payments, and the like. Furthermore, the contract 
should include hold-back of payments to motivate the GC to finish the job. 
Lastly, the architect retains copyright ownership of the drawings and plans 
under the standard AIA contract, which will prevent the developer from 
reusing these plans on future projects—but a spec developer may want to 
compound their efforts by redoing the same project on a different lot as 
their next venture. 


The key to a speculative development is not to speculate on 
your business planning. There’s enough risk inherent in this 
industry, given that the development may not appeal to consumers. 
This appeal risk cannot be controlled (except by surveying 
consumers), but the business planning risk can be greatly reduced. 
Smart developers will address the above five legal concepts in a 
fleshed-out business plan in order to mitigate their risk and maximize the 
project’s return.

The plays two acts are packed with 30 
numbers—based on the infectious music of 
Fats Waller—all of which capture the many 
different moods of that era, from the dynamics 
between men and women to the songs that 
pushed the envelope. With precious little dialog 
between characters, a new song begins just as 
the previous song ends. And the cast never 
misses a beat, all five working in sync to deliver 
a solid performance, their every move setting 
the scene for each new song sweeping the 
audience away on this journey into the culture 
of Harlem. The entire theater was clapping 
along and tapping their feet to the music.

Lavon Fisher-Wilson is brilliant. Her big, 
powerful voice commanded attention whenever 
she was on stage. Her songs come from deep 
inside, and she is fully committed to her 
character, bringing those jazzy tunes to life. 
She has good comedic timing as well, and 
will have the entire audience giggling at her 
antics. Danielle Lee Greaves and Debra Walton 
are excellent as well with their strong, clear 
voices. They’re as funny as can be to boot. 
When all three ladies harmonize together it’s 
mesmerizing. You can’t help but be spellbound. 

The men that round out this quintet—Kingsley 
Leggs and T. Oliver Reid—are exceptional 
actors and performers. Leggs has a deep, rich 
voice that can silence a room. Reid’s voice is 
smooth and sultry, perfectly portraying the 
music of Fats Waller and the era of swing. The 
cast is accompanied by an astounding five- 
man orchestra, led by music director/piano 
man William Knowles, playing bass, drums, 
trombone, trumpet and woodwinds. 

The show’s' namesake tune, “Ain’t 
Misbehavin’,” is clearly a favorite, but there 
are so many numbers that will make you laugh. 
“Squeeze Me,” sung by Danielle Lee Greaves 
comes to mind; “Cash for Your Trash” by 
Lavon Fisher-Wilson; there’s “When the Nylons 
Bloom Again,” featuring all three ladies; oh, and 
“You're Feets Too Big,” sung by Kinglsey Leggs, 
too. And there are even more that will have you 
laughing out loud! 

“This Joint is Jumping” takes the show to 
intermission and will stay in your head long 


after the last curtain call. The duet 
between Leggs and _ Fisher-Wilson, 
“Honeysuckle Rose,” was a_ favorite; 
and “The Viper’s Drag,” by Reid and 
Leggs, was delightfully raunchy. “Fat 
and Greasy” was a crowd pleaser, and 
the closing number, “It’s a Sin to Tell a 
Lie,” was fun, loud and powerful.

For the Love of Libraries...and Film

hristian Scheider loves libraries. The 
Sagaponack-raised son of movie legend Roy 
Scheider, the late actor remembered for starring 
in such blockbuster fare as Jaws and The French 
Connection, reveres local libraries as a unique 
cultural venue. “I think libraries are the most under- 
utilized democratic institution in the U.S.,” he says. 
“They are the site where the commercial and the 
historical meet, and where history gets a chance to 
evaluate merit irrespective of commercial viability.” 
Scheider is curating and hosting a couple of series 
at the Amagansett Free Library this summer. One of 
these, Pre-co-cious Cinema, is a film series exploring 
children’s cinema, running Wednesday nights. at 
6 p.m. The other is a series exploring the life and 
work of Alan Lomax, a figure best known for his 
work collecting American folk music. The Lomax 
series, which will combine discussion of Lomax 
with screenings of archival footage, begins on July 
11, running for six Mondays from 10:15 to 11:30 a.m. 
Alan Lomax (1915-2002) is a fascinating character 
who looms large over the world of American roots 
music. “He started out very young working with 
his father John, who was the university man, ivory- 
towered,” says Scheider. “But Alan came up with the 
concept of Cultural Equity, which was revolutionary 
for the time.” Cultural Equity was an early iteration 
of the idea of multiculturalism, an idea that Lomax 
expressed by staging diverse concerts. “His radical 
idea was that the Delta blues singer from Memphis 


might have more to offer than the highly-trained 
musicians. honored by academia.” 

It was not an academic institution nor a record 
company but a library—the Library of Congress, 
in fact—that employed Lomax. Under the aegis of 
the Library of Congress, Lomax was. able to collect 
without regard for commercial viability. 

In fact, Lomax felt that commercialization was 
likely to crush the distinct, localized styles that he 
was discovering collecting music in the field. As 
Scheider points out, “Lomax recognized that, while a 
radio receiver could be had for $50, the transmitter 
cost five million, which meant that big corporations 
would be culturally dominant.” 

The music business worked through the early 
part of the 20th century, with ever-increasing 
sophistication, to craft ear candy for the radio. 
In contrast, many of the rural musicians Lomax 
recorded had never even heard recordings of 
themselves. Simply by giving these people a chance 
to hear themselves through a radio-style speaker, 
Lomax was helping them to erase the distinction 
between their own culture and the dominant culture. 

Lomax continued to push against the cultural 
imbalance caused by mass communication by 
preparing and releasing field recordings of folk music 
into the commercial market. This time, he worked for 
record companies that had the means to promote 
the music. He was a pioneer in the popularization of 
what we now call “roots music,” and he played a key 
role in the folk revival of the late 50s and early ’60s. 

Scheider’s interest in Lomax doesn’t begin and

end with his Amagansett Library series: an actor and 
filmmaker himself, he is in the midst of conducting 
research for a screenplay about Lomax. “I envision a 
film that focuses on the musicians—I don’t want to 
do a ‘great man’ treatment of Lomax.” It’s certainly 
a great story, and we can all get a taste of it at the 
Amagansett Free Library. 


The Lomax series begins on July 11 and runs 
for six Mondays from 10:15-11:30 a.m. The 
pre-co-cious Cinema series for children and adults is 
every Wednesday night at 6 p.m. Both are held at the 
Amagansett Free Library, 215 Main Street, Amagansett.
